proval  from  liquor  dealers  throughout 
t  the  State.  The  signal  was  given  for 
an  attack  all  along  the  line.  A  Leg 
islature  was  to  be  elected  which  would 
at  once  repeal  the  law  and  restore  the 
old  condition  of  things. 

Money  was  freely  used  and  a  Dem¬ 
ocratic  Legislature  elected. .  The 
liquor  dealers  gathered  in  force  at 
Trenton.  A  bill  to  repeal  last  year’s 
law  was  introduced.  It  met  with 
serious  resistance.  Meml>enf  from 
comities  which  had  voted  in  faVor  of 
prohibiting  the  sale  of  liquors  strenu 
ously  ojqKjeeil  the  law.  The  caucus 
whip  was  applied  without  avail.  The 
Wert’s  bill  which  has  finally  passe- 
the  Legislature  and  become  a  law  is 

ri  i-  jmprombe  agreed  upon  by  the 

liquor  men  and  the  teuq>eiaiice  men 
from  South  Jersey.  It  may  mean 
much  or  little.  Like  all  compromise 
measures  it  is  likely  to  pro\e  unsatis¬ 
factory  to  all  parties.  ”  Retaining  the 
high  license  features  of  the  old  law, 
it  contains  a  township  local  option 
section,  which  is  claimed  by  liquor 
men  to  lie  unconstitutional  ami  by 
temperance  men  to  be  constitutional. 

At  any  rate  the  rates  fixed  last  year 
will  remain  as  before.  In  this  town 
the  license  fee  will  remain  at  one 
hundred  and  fifty  ($150)  dollars. 
Uuder  this  law  Bloomfield  received 
over  $1,600  from  license  fees  last  year, 
against  alxmt  $000  before.  If  there 
are  thirty  hotels  in  the  town  the 
amount  received  should  lie  much 
larger. 

There  is  nothing  oppressive  alx>ut 
a  license  fee  of  $150.  Buloon-keeiJcrs 
can  well  afford  to  pay  it.  Their  bus¬ 
iness  requires  less  capital  and  returns 
larger  profits  than  almost  any  other 
Instances  might  be  given  of  parties 
who  have  paid  the  entire  cost  of  their 
property  in1  a  few  years.  In  fact  the 
present  fee  is  not  a  high  license  fee 
at  all.  It  is  doubtful  whether  it  has 
restricted  the  number  of  saloons — 
unless  those  of  the  kitchen-cellar  vari¬ 
ety.  A  high  liceuse  law  to  be  effective 
should  be  so  heavy  as. to  comi>el  the 
abandonment  of  a  considerable  num¬ 
ber  of  places  for  the  dispensing  of 
liquor.

A  smaller  fee*  is  a  revenue  bill  cal- 
culated  to  till  the  township  oi  city 
treasury  at  the  ex}>ense  of  those  win  • 
enjoy  the  monopoly  fur  the  sale  of 
liquor.  So  far  as  it  goes  it  is  good. 
The  traffic  can  well  afford  to  pay  the 
tax  levied  upon  it  and  it  is  right  tliat 
it  should.  , 

Assessments  for  the  support  of  the 
jHK>r.  and  for  police  might  well  receive 
aid  from  this  source,  since  the  traffic 
is  directly  responsible  for  much  dis 
<>r«ler  and  poverty. 

Yet  after  all,  temj>erance  laws  are 
not  revenue  laws.  Their  main  design 
is  not  to  raise  money  in  an  easy  way 
upon  a  flourishing  traffic,  but  to  cur 
^tail  ami  cripple  it  because  of  its  injury 
to  the  community.  v 

It  is  time  for  the  temperance  senti¬ 
ment  to  be  moused  to  the  support  of 
the  law,  and  if  'possible,  to  such  and 
amendment  of  it  at  an  early  day  as 
shall  make  it  mor#  «J3w oiivc.

When  the 
Thirteenth  New  Jersey  Volunteers  was 
organized  in  1862.  Toouihs  was  one  of  the 
first  t»  enlist,  being  then  but  18  years  of 
age,  enlisting  as  a  private  of  Company  F. 

He  served  with  hi*  company  and  regi- 
meut  until  the  close  of  the  war.  participa¬ 
ting  in  the  great  battleB  of  Antletaxu. 
t  bar.cellorsville.  Gettysburg,  Re-aca. 

Kulps  Farm.  Peach  Tree  Creek.  Siege  of 
Atlanta,  Sherman's  March  to  the  Sea,  and 
Capture  of  Savannah,  the  campaign 
through  the  Carolinas,  battlesof  Avereys 
boro  and  Bentonsvllle.  besides  numerous 
skit  mishes.  Mustereii  out  with  hU  regl 
meat  at  the  close  of  the 'war.  he  resum¬ 
ed  Ids  Work  In  civil  life.

Mr.  Toombs  entered  the  field  of  active 
journalism  in  the  spring  of  1876  aa  city 
editor  anil  foreinau  of  the  Orange  Journal, 
then  just  purchased  by  Oliver  Johnson. 

When  Mr.  Johnson  re  i red  li  1879,  Mr. 

Toombs  leased  the  paper  fi  r  one  year. 

In  Apiil,  1880,  ho  purchased  the  Journal 
from  Mr.  Johnson,  ami  in  October,  1882, 
changed  it  to  a  wi id- weekly  On  J  muary 
1st,  1885,  lie  discontinued  the  pub  ication 
of  the* mid-week  edition  and  on  Apiil  11th 
of  that  year  sold  the  paper  to  Edgar  Wil¬ 
liams,  its  present  proprietor. 

He  then  became  actively  identified 
with  the  Gettysburg  Monimci.t  move¬ 
ment  ami  rendered  valuable  services  In 
connection  with  the  No*  Jersey  Monu¬ 
mental  Association  in  promoting  the  «  rec- 
tion  of  monuments,  chiefly  that  ot  I  ts 
own  tegiiueut,  the  Thirteenth.  Ho  ubo 
in  1h.s7  s  wrote  and  published  bid  book, 

••New  Jersey  Tumps  in  the  Gettysburg 
Campaign,”  a  valuable  historical  woik. 

On  April  2d,  1888,  a  p’un  that  he  had 
fo-teicd  for  years  was  lealiz-  d  by  tl  e 
publication  of  the  first  issue  of  the  Even¬ 
ing  Mail,  which  he  started  with  Daniel  P. 

Libby,  his  associate  on  the  Journal.

In  the  death  of  Mr.  Toombs  journalb-m 
loses  a  marked,  and,  we  may  safely  say, 
a  unique  figure.  Few  nun  in  bis  profes¬ 
sion  have  had  a  more  varied,  expedience, 
or  led  a  m<>re  active  lire  thus  he.  After 
having  served  creditably  as  a  soldier  in 
the  Union  army,  lie  became  a  printer, 
and  next  n  journalist,  and  natuially  a  pol¬ 
itician.  lie  was  of  a  mercurial  temper- 
rnent.  ever  sanguine,  and  possessed  to  an 
unwonted  degree  that  exceptional  trait  of 
character  which  is  vaguely  defined. by  the 
term  "persoual  magnetism.”  Few  men 
possessed  the  happy  faculty  of  making 
such  warm,  close  friendships  as  did  Mr. 

Tvomhs.  Tlds  was  evidenced  by  the  fidel¬ 
ity  of  Ids  political  and  Grluul  Array  asso¬ 
ciates  throughou'.  his  chequered  career. 

With  him  to  make  a  friend  was  to 
make  a  life-long  advocate.  And  that  lie
